between the police and a mob which 
attempted to storm the building last 
night. The death list as a result of 
the fighting stodd at 17 early today, 
while 18 persons are known to have 
been seriously injured and 33 
slightly hurt. It was thought that 
a closer’ check might reveal further 
casualties. 

The list of those less seriously in- 
jured was augmented early this 
morning when a group of manifes- 
tants attempting a demonstration 
before the residence of Alonso Ro- 
mero, president of the City Couh- 
cil, clashed with mounted police- 
men who fired several rounds. Fight 
injured persons were taken into the 
Romero home for treatment. 

The city, after a night of wild ex- : 
citement, found its main plaza be- 
fore the municipal building a 
shambles of broken: glass, tirebers: 
and stone—evidence of the anger 
of the mob. which férced its way 
into the building half an hour-after! 
the police rifles had taken their toll. 

Cause of the Trouble. 

The trouble, which lasted for mora 
than six hours, started when a crowd 
marched to the ‘city hall to protest

INCREASE IN POLICE FORCE 
RECOMMENDED BY GRAND JURY 


The October grand jury, in its 
final report today, recommended that 
the police force be increased to 
meet the present needs of the city. 

Complaint was made that the jury, 
in dealing with automobile fatali- 
ties, had only the options of indict- 
ment for manslaughter and return- 
ing an ignored bill. In some in- 
stances, the report said, the jury 
did not feel justified in indicting for 
manslaughter but thought there had 
been: criminal carelessness. It rec- 
ommended that there should be 
some provision of law which would 
enable the jury to turn back such 
cases to the Circuit Attorney, to be 
sent by him to the proper courts. 

An ordinance was recommended 
to keep youthful newsboys from the 
streets late at night. 

More funds were asked for the 
municipal nursing system. Two of 
the clinics were closed during the 
past year, the report says, because 
of insufficient funds. The need is 
for 14 clinics, the report says, and 
there are only 11.

TO CANCEL ALLIES’ WAR DEBTS 


Hibben Says Demanding Further 
‘ Payment Would be Exacting . 
Payment Twice Over. 


By the Associated Press. 
HOUSTON, Tex., Dee. 1——Declar- 


ing that America should cancel at 
least part of her war debt from the 
aBies, President John Grier Hibben 
of Princeton University, in a public 
address hére yesterday, asserted 
that now is the timé for the United 
States to learn whether war sacri- 
fices of the country have been in 
vain. Hibben spoke at the tenth 
anniversary services of the Rice In- 
stitute. 

A great toll, he said, was “paid 
by the allies in thé year when we 
were in préparation to enter the 
War. 

“If we exact further payment in 
money we will be demanding that 
the allies pay the debt they owe us 
twice over. It may be said by some 
that while this is a generous solu- 
tion on our part of some of the dif- 
ficulties of Europe, it is not right 
that'the nation should forego a con- 
tractural debt, that the Government 
is the trustee of the funds of its 
peoplé and must safeguard the fi- 
nancial interests of its citizens. But

’ Military Germany Today. 


German effectives exceed those laid down 
in the treaty. Germany maintains her offi- 
cers of the reserve, her recruiting bureaus.

"eros applause, that Germany was not van- 


quished by arms. The disarmament in war 
material remains susperided. The treaty ac- 
corded Germany 288 guns. In July, 1920, 
she still possessed more than 14,000. Ger- 
many is covered with secret ammunition 
depots. In the universities there is just 
on cry of furious hate against France. In 
April this year a big munition dump blew up 
at Gleiwitz. ‘The German-Russian alliance 
of Rapallo (April, 1922) opens an immense 
field for German projects. 

“The two new Governments,” says article 
5, “agree to aid each other reciprocally and 
in the most cordial manner in order to al- 
leviate their economic difficulties.” 

Economic difficulties? No one is deceived. 
Germany's notion is to have rgcourse to 
soviet industry, that she may acquire war 
material from the Putilff works. So much 
for disarmament. 

In order to make amends for historic in- 
justices of the past, those signatory to the 
treaty decided that before Schleswig should 
go back to Denmark and Upper Silesia to 
Poland, plebiscites should be held. 


. False Plebiscite in Silesia. 


In violation of the treaty, Germans who 
had been born in the plebiscite areas but 
who do not live there were permitted to 
vote. In this manner the Germans were 
able to poll 190,000 false votes in Silesia. 
Next, Germany patiently set about recreat- 
ing her alliances. Hungary was scarcely 
exploitable in the absence of the ‘Haps- 
burgs. But Austria was a tempting prey— 
7,000,000 “brothers!” German maneuvers 
were not slow in making themselves felt. 

Before the treaty had even been signed, 
the German-Austrians demanded their incor- 
poration in the German state. Germany had 
exercised her customary pressure. And, de- 
spite thé fact that Turkey and Bulgaria had 
fallen out, Germany did not renounce her 
plan. Bulgaria had recovered her liberty of 
action and was playing the innocent. Peo- 
ple were forgetting her very existence. Tur- 
key, on the contrary, proceeded to take back 
everything that had been taken from her, 
Smyrna, Thrace. 

Turkey's feelings toward Germany, it may 
be noted, have never swerved a hair’s 
breadth. Turkey had been the faithful ez 
ecutor of Germany’s will in the Balkans and 
in Asia Minor had opened her ports to the 
Goeben and the Breslau. Turkey, w ich had 
been responsible for more shedding of 
French blood in Gallipoli and for the de 
struction of more allied warships than 
Turcophiles are today apt to bear in mind.

The German State of Mind. 


Now let us study the German state of 
mind. Let us see whether defeat has modi-

We emerged from-the War of 1870 in pain- 
ful stupor and with the firm plan of recov- 
erlng and reconstructing our shattered sys- 
tem in work and the exercise of our na- 
tional sovereignty.

Ger- 
many emerged from the war of 1914 with 
hate in her heart. Hatred of Belgium, guilty 
of having refused to allow herself to be 
ravished.

The execution of 
the Treaty of Versailles is for France a mat- 
ter of life or death. 


Sees No German Democracy. 


That is precisely what Germany refuses to 
forgive.

fact: her financiers and economists shout ‘ 
after having studied the matter intimately. 
The Treaty of Versailles is one of barbarity. 
German statesmen announce the fact. France 
desires the destruction of Germany. Ger- 
many proclaims that it {s so.

diana, who has been making active 
‘survey of the question, the program 
|contemplates utilization of the Fed- 
eral Farm Loan Board as the agency 
for extension of larger and more lib- 
| eral credits, both as to interest 
rates and time, to meet the present 
‘agricultural necessity. 
| The relief plan, designed to reach 
the small farmer as well as the large 
|cattle raisers and grain growers, was 
outlined in a statement, following 
ithe conference, by Secretary Wal- 
, |lace and Senator Lodge. It is pro- 
posed by use of the Farm Loan 
Board as the medium of Govern- 
ment relief to make it available to 
the thousands of small farmers who 
need it and who, in the opinion of 
those at the conference, have not 
shared as have the larger grain and 
cattle producers in the credit relief 
afforded by the War Finance Cor- 
poration because of the limitations 
under which it has operated.

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‘employ experienced traders to Op-| 
erate the ‘pool’ for -him and that | 
they will be on the right side of the | 
market sufficiently to make profits | 
that will amount to from 3 to 8 per, 
cent a month.

points. He claims this removes his 
proposition from being hazardous 
speculation.

I once 
estimated that a certain “bottled” 
vinegar was selling at the rate of 
nearly $6 a gallon, and that another 
“salad oil” was costing me about $3 
@ quart, by the “bottle,” whereas I 
could get it for less than $2 by the 
quart bought on & strictly quart 
basis. : 

About Baskets. 

Be sure the Saskets and containers 
are honest. Many city sealers 31 
over the country have collected start- 
ling exhibits of faulty wooden meas- 
ures and baskets. Some of these are 
“nested” one within the other so as 
to “short” the amount they contain. 
Others have “fake” bottoms, and 
indeed recently there was consider- 
able scandal in a district where the 
cans used for filling gasoline tnto 
cars were all found to have “fake” 
bottems and thus lose the customer 
several piats or quarts of gas. 

Would you rob yourself by throw- 
ing nickels and dimes into the street 
daily? As much money ts lost dy 
the consumer annually in “get-poor- 
quick” buying methods as is ever 
lest in “get-rich-quick” schemes and 
wildcat finance. 

A “fake” basket and a “short” 
container may waste more money 
than fake of! stocks or “short” min- 
ing @ividends. It's the little money 
losees every Gay, penny by penny, 
that finally wear away the family 
tncome!

How to Make Open Fire More Attractive. 


HERE is nothing quite so 
T “nomey” as the open fire, and it 
is nice to have one in the lhving 
room, although we may not depend 
upon it entirely for heating in ex- 
treme weather. | 
There is a tendency among home 
builders to restore the old wrought- 
iron. firebacks in their open fire- 
places. Some neople are having them 
made after their own designs instead 
of following the old Victorian and 
conventionalized patterns of long 
ago. Not only are the backs used, 
but the side pieces as well. Then the 
tiling finishes the outside and the 
hearth matches it. 


The andirons of wrought iron fol- 
low the design of the fireback. The 
wide, low fireplace is always more 
attractive than the high, narrow one, 
and is not as hard to conceal or cov- 
ér in summer. 

Instead of the old fireboards, az 
they were called in our grandmoth- 
er’s day, which fitted right into the 
fireplace and,were often covered 
with wall paper like the room, there 
is the ultra-modern chimney closet 
which sets right into the opening. It 
has two doors and shelves, and, sur- 
rounded by the tiles, it appears per- 
manent. 

The Equipment. 

The equipment of the modern fire- 
place has the shovel-and-tongs 
stand. On this hangs the long-han- 
dled shovel and fork for handling 
the logs and the medium-sized tongs. 
Beside it stands the very convenient 
Cape Cod lighter in copper or brass, 
and hanging conveniently near is ths 
hearth brush of colored bristles, the 
witch broom, the Philippine fiber 
brush or another of odd make. The 
marshmallow fork, the brass -corn- 
popper, the spider-legged toaster, the 
swinging crane and kettle, and the 
low cricket stool are all found 
around the much used and appreciat- 
ed fireplace. 

Either a tea table or’tea wagon is 
found near the fireplace, where the 
light dances on the dainty china and 
is reflected in the tea kettle. 

The half-moon settles for fire- 
place use are a great improvement 
on the old straight settles, for they 
give each person a View of the fire.
